A historic, record-shattering 
tax rate of $60 has been announ- 
ced by the assessors-selectmen. 

It is $7 higher than the 1955 
rate per thousand of $53. 

The selectmen announced the 
rate Monday night, after receiving 
approval from the state division of 
corporations and taxation. 

The figures show a gross total 
of $2,311,664.89 to be raised by 
taxation, but estimated receipts 
and available funds total $862,- 
224.89, 

Thus the town must raise, 
through personal property, real 
estate and poll taxes, a net 
amount of $1,449,440,

It’s name was derived from 
many associations and the fact 
that its members believed in the 
freeing of the slaves and that its 
original concept was free and in- 
dependent of other ecclesiastical 
assemblies may have played an 
important role in the naming of 
the church. Other ideas that may 
have influenced its naming were 
that the seats in the meeting hall 
should be free or perhaps to many 
of the members there was still an 
affectionate memory of the Free 
church of Scotland.

Town May Raise 
Wire Permit Cost 

The selectmen are investigat- 
ing the possibility of raising the 
price of electrical permits. 

At a conference April 30 
with Wire Inspector William J. 
Young, it was pointed out that 
present permits cost $1 — with an 
average of three inspection trips. 
A second permit for fixtures also 
is rated at $1. 

The board discussed either 
raising the permit price or charg- 
ing a fee per fixture so that the 
income would make the inspector’s 
salary self-sustaining. 

Mr. Young told the board that 
at least half an hour is spent 
“‘on the job’? each time an in- 
spection is made, with the prob- 
ability that considerably more 
time would be spent with the elec- 
trical contractors. 

One of the worst problems des- 
cribed to the selectmen is the 
case of a large building such as a 
hotel, which only requires a $1 
permit but requires many visits 
for inspection purposes. Indus- 
trial plants, new schools and 
other large construction falls in 


that same category, it was explain. 


ed. 

Another point under discussion 
was the possibility of amending 
existing regulations controlling 
the wiring of a house itself. It 
was explained that many kitchens 
should now have separate cir- 
cuits for each outlet, based on 
the premise that most homes will 
have several electrical devices 
in use that might overload the 
circuits if used at the same time.
